Police Ordinance 1921 

ORDER 

WHEREAS a Proclamation dated June 18th., 1922 
was issued under Article 14 of the Police Ordinance, 1921, 
declaring that the area of Zababdi Village in the District 
of Samaria had been found to be in a disturbed state, and 
that from the conduct of the inhabitants it was expedient 
to increase the numbers of the police for a period of six 
months, 

AND WHEREAS a further proclamation dated the 
28th. December, 1922, provided that the said Proclamation 
should continue to be in force for a further period of three 
months as from the 1st January, 1923, but the area is no 
longer in a disturbed state, 

|t is hereby ordered that the said Proclamations shall 
cease to be in force with effect from 15th. February, 1923.
